PREVENT FIRE 
~ LOSSES 


a 
By the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture 


Millions of dollars’ worth of agri- 
cultural wealth is destroyed by fire 
cach year in the United States. At 
normal prices and with an average 
yleld It would take the gceeuter part of 
the potato crop of the country to off- 
set all that is lost annually through 
fires on farms. This is a dead loss 
to the nation—for the fact that most 
Individual losers are partially reim- 


bursed™ by insurance does ngt-in the 


least reduce the drain on our national 


resources—and it is a loss that is large- 
ly preventable. 


The problem of fighting or prevent- 
ing fire in the country districts is a 
most serious one, for organized fire 
prevention work such as has been de- 
veloped to a science in many cities is 
practically {mpossible in the country. 
Some fires on farms may be unavold- 
able, but a great many of them could 
be prevented by a comparatively small 
amount of time intelligently applied 
by the individual farmers to the study 
of conditions which are likely to cause 
fire, and by placing simple and inex- 
pensive fire-fighting equipment in con- 
venient places about the farm build- 
ings. Pe 

The farmer should study his build- 
ings and their contents from the point 
of view of the fire inspector of the 
city, whose sole business is to see all 
the things that can be done to m- 
prove c-cnditions so that fire cannot 
easily start, and to determine tha 
best ways of fighting any fires that 
may start. He should remember that 
any preventive or protective measures 
which he may take are for his own 
benefit, and that protection sufficient 
to prevent a fire is cheap as com- 
pared with the loss entailed by the 
average farm fire. Every building or 
set of buildings has certain points 
which are more susceptible to fires 
than others, but adequate~ protection 
must be provided for the entire prem- 
{ses before the owner can be sure that 
some weakness due to oversight or 
neglect will not neutralize the good ef- 
fect of all the work previously done. 


Most farmers carry fire insurance 
on their buildings and contents suffi- 
clent partly to repay for any losses 
that may occur; but this insurance is 
paid from premiums which are nothing 
more than a tax collected from the 
policyholders for this purpose. The 
loss occasioned by a serious fire is 
such that very few people can afford 
to be without fire insurance, but at- 
tention of the prevention of fire 
would result {n reducing the number 
of fires, and, therefore, the rate of pre- 
miums necessary to cover the fire 
losses. This would be felt quickly in 
mutual companies which are owned 
and managed by the policyholders 
themselves and in which the premiums 
are fixed by the actual losses.

| i.—Austrian Note to Serbia (July 23 


1914) 


1.—Preliminaries: Secret investigation 
of the crime by the Austrian court at 
Serajevo. (Reports of the alleked results 
in Collected Diplomatic Documents, pp. 
490-4; Austrian Red Book, Appendix 8, 
and German White Book, Appendix; 
summary, pp. 416-7.) Quieting reports 
as to its intentions issued by Austrian 
Government, but preparations made in 
secret for rigorous measures against 
Serbia. 

“A reckoning with Serbia, a war for 

the position of the Austro-Hungarian 
Monarchy as a Great Power, even for its 
existence as such, cannot be permanently 
avoided.”—(Austrian Minister at Bel- 
grade to Austrian Government, July 21, 
1914. In Austrian Red Book, No. 6; Col- 
lected Diplomatic Documents, p. 452.) 
' 2.—Conference at Potsdam (July 5, 
1914) at which a policy involving the 
probability of war was approved. The 
holding of such a conference has been 
denied by German newspapers, but the 
denial is not convincing.—(See War Cy- 
clopedia, under ‘Potsdam Conference;’ 
New York Times, Current History, Sep- 
tember, 1917, pp. 469-71.) © 

2.—General character of the Note. In 
effect an ultimatum to which uncondi- 
tional acceptance must be given within 
forty-eight hours. Humiliating charact- 
er of its demands.—(See War Cyclope- 
dia, under ‘Serbia, Austrian Ultima- 
tum.) 

“T had never before seen one state 
address to another independent state a 
document of so formidable a character.” 
(Sir Edward Grey, British Secretary of 
Foreign Affairs, in British Blue Book 
No. 5; Collected Diplomatic Documents, 
p:13:) 

“The demands that (the Austrian) 
government are more brutal than any 
ever made upon any civilized state in 
the history of the world, and they can be 
regarded only aS intended to provoke 
war.” —— (German Socialist newspaper 
Vorwarts, July 25, 1914.) 

4.—Some specific demands, The num- 
bers attached are those of the Note it- 
self.—(See British Blue Book, No. 4; 
Collected Diplomatic Documents, pp. 
3-12.) 

“2. To dissolve immediately the so- 
ciety called Narodna Odbrana (the chief 
society for Serbian propaganda), to con- 
fiscate all its means of propaganda and 
to proceed in the same manner against 
all other societies and their branches in 
Serbia which engage in propaganda 
against the Austro-Hungarian Monarchy. 
The Royal (Serbian) Government shall 
take the necessary measures to prevent 
the societies dissolved from continuing 
their activity under another name and 
form.” 

3 To eliminate without delay from 
public instruction in Serbia, both as re- 
gards the teaching body and also as re- 
gards the methods of instruction, every- 
thing that serves, or might serve, to fo- 
ment the propaganda against Austria 
Hungary.” 

“5. To accept the collaboration in 
Serbia of representatives of the Austro- 
Hungarian government for the suppres- 
sion of the subversive movement direct- 
ed against the territorial integrity of the 
monarchy.” 

“6.—To take judicial proceedings 
against accessories to the plot of the 
28th June who are on Serbian territory; 
delegates of the Austro-Hungarian gov- 

nment will take part ig the investiga- 
tion relating thereto.” 

5.—Denial by Germany that she was 
consulted by Austria before sending the 
Note. 

“We, therefore, permitted Austria a 
completely free hand in her action tow- 
ard Serbia, but have not participated in 
her preparations.” — (German White 
Book; Collected Diplomatic Relations, p. 
406). 

This denial was, and is, generally dis- 
believed. (See Ramsay Muir, Britain’s 
Case Against Germany, p. 8, and the evi- 
dence concerning the Potsdam Confer- 
ence.) Germany’s claim ‘that she was 
ignorant of the Austrian Ultimatum was 
from the outset preposterous and 
against all reason. Intimately allied 
with Austria-Hungary and for a decade 
the dominating power in the diplomacy 
of the Central Powers in the Balkans 
and the Near East, is it possible to be- 
lieve that she did not examine into and 
even give direction, in broad outline at 
least, to the policy of her ally at this 
critical stage in the development of her 
Pan-German program? The purpose of 
the denial, apparently, was to satisfy 
Italy (Austria’s other ally), which cer- 
tainly was not consulted. 

6.—Circumstances making a peaceful 
outcome more difficult: Absence of most 
of the foreign ambassadors from Vienna 
for their summer vacations; immediate 
withdrawal of Austrian Minister for 
Foreign Affairs to a remote mountain re- 
sort, etc., etc. 

7.—Widespread anxiety over the situa- 
tion, as threatening the peace of Europe. 
Russia, England and France make ur- 
gent endeavors. 

(a) To induce Serbia to go as far as 
possible in meeting the demands of 
Austria. 

(b) To obtain an extension of the time 
limit, in order (1) that the Powers might 
be enabled to study the documentary 
material promised by Austria embody- 
ing the findings of the court at Sera- 
Jevo; and (2) to permit them to exercise 
a moderating influence on Serbia. Sharp 
refusal of Austria to extend thé time 
limit. (For later proposals, see ch. v.) 


IV.—Serbian Reply to the Austrian Note 
: (July 25, 1914) 

(See British Blue Book, No. 39; Col- 
lected Diplomatic Correspondence, pp. 
31-37.) 

1.—To the gratification of Europe, 
Serbia— 

(a) Accepted eight of the ten Austrian 
demands. 

(b) Returned a qualified refusal to the 
other two. 

As to No. 5, the Serbian Government 
said that they “do not clearly grasp the 
meaning o. the scope of the demand os 
but they declare that they will admit 
such collaboration as agrees with the 
principal of international law, with 


| criminal procedure, and with good neigh- 


borly relations.” 
As to No. 6, they returned a temperate 


claim, upon a deliberaté misunderstand- 


me 
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ing of the nature of the demand): “It 
goes without saying that the Royal (Ser- 
bian) government consider it their duty 
to open enquiry against all such persons 
as are, or eventually may be implicated 
in the plot . . . and who happen to be 
withinethe territory of the kingdom. As 
regards the participation in this en- 
quiry of Austria-Hungarian agents or 
authorities appointed for this purpose by 
the Imperial and Royal (Austro-Hun- 
garian) government, the Royal (Serbian) 
government cannot accept such an ar- 
rangement, as it would be a violation of 
the constitution and of the law of crim- 
inal procedure; nevértheless, in concrete 
cases communications as to the results 
of the investigation in question might be 
siven to the Austro-Hungarian agents.” 

(c) In conclusion, Serbia suggested 
reference to the Hague Tribunal or to 
the Great Powers, in case its reply was 
not considered satisfactory. 

2.—Austria (to Europe’s amazement) 
found this reply dishonest and evasive— 
(See Austro-Hungarian Red -Book, No. 
34; Collected Diplomatic Documents, pp. 
506-514.) 

The reply was received by the Austrian 

Minister at 5:58 p. m., on June 35; he 
left Belgrade on the 6:30 train with all 
his” staff. Grave apprehensions were 
felt that this break of diplomatic rela- 
tions would be followed by European 
war. 

The Austrian Foreign Ministef de- 
glared to the Russian Ambassador (July 
28) that his government could ‘no long- 
er recede, nor enter into any discussion 
about the terms of the Austro-Hungarian 
Note.’’—(British Blue Book, No. 93; Col- 
lected Diplomatic Documents, p. 70.) 


V.—Austria Declares War on Serbia 
(July 28, 1914) 

1.—In spite of the efforts at media- 
tion of Great Britain, Russia, and France 
Austria declared war on Serbia, July 28, 
1914, 

2.—Demand of Germany that the war 
be “localized” i. ¢., that no other Pow- 
er interfere with Austria’s chastisement 
of Serbia. 

3.—Belgrade Bombarded, July 29-30, 
and the war begun. ; 


ViI.—Conclusions 
1.—Austria and Germany wanted war 
with Serbia, and their chief fear was lest 
something might, against their will, 
force them to a peaceful settlement; 
hence the hd@Ste and secrecy which at- 
tended their measures. 

“The impression left on my mind is 
that the Austro-Hungarian Note was so 
drawn up as to make war inevitable; 
that the Austro-Hungarian government 
are fully resolved to have war with 
Serbia; that they consider their position 
as a great power to be at stake; and 
that until punishment has been adminie- 
tered to Serbia it is unlikely that they 
will listen to proposals of mediation. 
This country (Austia-Hungary) has 
gone wild with joy at the prospect of 
war with Serbia, and its postponement 
or prevention would undoubtedly be a 
great disapointment.”—(British ambas- 
rador at Vienna, July 27, 1914. In Brit- 
ish Blue Book, No. 41; Collected Diplo- 
matic Documents, p. 88.) 

“He (the German Secretary of State) 
admitted quite freely that Austro-Hun- 
garian government wished to give the 
Serbians a lesson, and that they meant 
to take military action. He also admit- 
ted that Serbian government could not 
swallow certain of the Austro-Hungar- 
jan demands. . . . Secretary of state 
confessed privately that he thought the 
Note left much to be desired as a diplo- 
matic document.”—(British charge at 
Berlin to Sir Edward Grey, July 265, 
1914. British Blue Book, No. 18; Col- 
lected Diplomatic Documents, p. 22.) 

“In the Viennese Note to Serbia, whose 
brazen arrogance has no precedent in 
history, each phrase bears witness that 
Austro-Hungary desired the war Ss 
Only a war, for which the best minds 
of the army were thirsting, . . .could 
cure the fundamental ils of the two 
halves of the Austrian Empire, and of 
the monarchy. Only the refusal and not 
the acceptance of the claims put for- 
ward in the Note could have profited 
Vienna. 

“The question has been asked: Where 
was the plan of campaign elaborated— 
in Vienna or Berlin? And some hasten 
to reply: In Vienna. Why do people tol- 
erate the propagation of such danger- 
ous fables? Why not say the thing 
that is (because it must be), namely, 
that a complete understanding in all 
Ipatters existed between Berlin and 
Vienna.”—-(Maximiian Harden, in Die 
Zukunft for August 1, 1914; quoter in 
G. Alexinsky, Russia and the Great ) al 
129-130.) : 

2.—Austria’s object was to reduce Ser- 
bia to a state of vassalage, as a step to 
Austrian hegemony in the Balkan Pen- 
insula. Her promises not to destroy 
Serbia’s sovereignty, or to annex her ter- 
ritory, therefore, failed to satisfy Ser- 
bia’s friends. ; 

“Austria demanded conditions which 
would have placed Serbia under her per- 
manent control.” — (Prof. Hans Del- 
bruck, a noted profesor and statesman 
of Germany, in Atlantic Monthly, for 
February, 1915, p. 234.) 

3.—Germany’s objects were: 

(a) To recover her prestige lost in the 
Agadir affair (1911) and in the Balkan 
wars (1912-18). 

(b) To strengthen her ally Austria, 
and so increase her own power. 2 

(c) To humiliate Russia and the Triple 
Entente, and to disrupt or render harm- 
less the latter. 

(d) To promote the Central European 
*“Berlin to Bagdad’”’—project, and open 
a trade route to Saloniki, the most fav- 
orably situated seaport for the commerce 
of Central Europe with the East. 

4.—To advance these ends Germany 
and Austria deliberately incurred the 
grave risk of a general European war.

Poultry and eggs have never been 
cheap food for the city dweller, and 
there is no hope that they can be, dur- 
ing the continuance of the war and 
its necessarily attendant high prices, 
even as relatively cheap as they have 
ordinarily been. The only possibility 
of cheap eggs for the city family, ac- 
cording to the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, Mes in keeping 
enough hens in the back yard, where 
they can be supported principally on 
kitchen waste, to supply the family ta- 
ble. The keeping of hens in back 
yards is at once an economic oppor- 
tunity, for city families and an essen- 
tial part of the campaign for increas- 
{ng poultry production. 

What may be done with fowls in a 
back yard depends upon the size of

fords an opportunity tc keep at least 
enough hens to supply eggs for the 
household. The number of hens need- 
ed for that purpose is twice the num- 
ber of persons to be supplied. Hence 
the smallest flock to be considered con- 
sists of four hens. Where hens are 
kept only to furnish eggs for the table 
no male bird is needed. 

A coop for a flock of four hens 
should have an area of about 20 square 
feet, or about five feet per hen. For 
larger flocks the space allowance per 
bird may be a little less, because the 
space is used in common and each bird 
has the use of all the coop except 
what her companions actually occupy. 
For the ordinary flock of 10 to 15 hens 
the space allowance should be about 
four equare feet per her. 

With proper care the back-yard poul- 
try keeper can keep hens, for laying 
only, confining them continuously to 
their coops, and have them lay well 
nearly as long as they would be prof- 
itable layers under natural conditions. 
While hens like freedom, good feed 
and care reconcile them to confine- 
ment, and mature, rugged birds often 
lay more eggs in close confinement 
than when at liberty. 

If the space admits of giving the 
little back-yard flock more room than 
a coop of the minimum size required, 
the condition of the land will deter- 
mine the form in which the additional 
space should be given. If the soil is 
well drained and free from such filth 
as often contaminates the soil of small 
back yards, a yard for the fowls may 
be fenced in, allowing 20 to 30 square 
feet of yard room per bird. The op- 
portunity for exercise on the land and 
in the open air which this gives the 
hens will benefit them and make life 
for them more interesting. 

If the soil is poorly drained and foul, 
the hens will thrive and lay better if 
not allowed on it at all. In that case, 
the best way to give them some benefit 
of the extra space available is to build 
adjoining the coop a shed covering 
about the same amount of ground and 
having- the front inclosed only with 
wire netting. The foul earth under 
this shed should be removed and the 
floor filled in a few inches higher than 
the old surface with fresh earth or 
sand,
